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Emergency declaration for multiple wildfires in New Mexico 


(AP) — New Mexico Gov. Michelle Lujan 
Grisham has signed emergency declarations 
as 20 wildfires continued to burn Sunday in 
nearly half of the state’s drought-stricken 33 
counties. 


One wildfire in northern New Mexico that started 
April 6 merged with a newer fire Saturday to form 
the largest blaze in the state, leading to widespread 
evacuations in Mora and San Miguel counties. That 
fire was at 84 square miles (217 square kilometers) 
Sunday and 12% contained. 


An uncontained wind-driven wildfire in northern 
New Mexico that began April 17 had charred 81 
square miles (209 square kilometers) of pondero- 
sa pine, oak brush and grass by Sunday morning 
north of Ocate, an unincorporated community in 
Mora County. 


Meanwhile in Arizona, some residents forced to 
evacuate due to a wildfire near Flagstaff were al- 
lowed to return home Sunday morning.

Winds and temperatures in New Mexico dimin- 
ished Saturday but remained strong enough to still 
fan fires. Dozens of evacuation orders remained in 
place. 


Fire officials were expecting the northern wildfires 
to slow Sunday as cloud and smoke cover moves 
in, allowing the forests to retain more moisture. 
But they added that the interior portions of the 
fires could show moderate to extreme behavior, 
which could threaten structures in those areas. 


More than 200 structures have been charred by 
the wildfires thus far and an additional 900 remain 
threatened, Lujan Grisham said. 


Fire management officials said an exact damage 
count was unclear because it’s still too dangerous 
for crews to go in and look at all the homes that 
have been lost. 


“We do not know the magnitude of the structure 
loss. We don’t even know the areas where most 
homes made it through the fire, where homes 
haven’t been damaged or anything like that,” said 
operation sections chief Jayson Coil. 


Some 1,000 firefighters were battling the wildfires 
across New Mexico, which already has secured 
about $3 million in grants to help with the fires. 


Lujan Grisham said she has asked the White House 
for more federal resources and she’s calling for a 
ban of fireworks statewide. 


“We need more federal bodies for firefighting, fire 
mitigation, public safety support on the ground in 
New Mexico,” she said. “It’s going to be a tough 
summer. So that’s why we are banning fires. And 
that is why on Monday I will be asking every local 


government to be thinking about ways to ban the 
sales of fireworks.” 


Wildfire has become a year-round threat in the 
West given changing conditions that include earlier 
snowmelt and rain coming later in the fall, scientist 
have said. The problems have been exacerbated by 
decades of fire suppression and poor management 
along with a more than 20-year megadrought that 
studies link to human-caused climate change. 


In Arizona, two large wildfires continued to burn 
Sunday 10 miles (16 kilometers) south of Prescott 
and 14 miles (22 kilometers) northeast of Flagstaff. 


Coconino County authorities lifted the evacua- 
tion order Sunday morning for residents living in 
neighborhoods along Highway 89 after fire man- 
agement officials determined the Flagstaff-area 
wildfire no longer posed a threat. 


The fire near Flagstaff was at 33 square miles (85 
square kilometers) as of Sunday with 3% con- 
tainment. It forced the evacuation of 766 homes 
and burned down 30 homes and two dozen other 
structures since it began a week ago, according to 
county authorities. 


Arizona Gov. Doug Ducey declared the fire a state 
of emergency Friday for Coconino County to free 
up recovery aid to affected communities. 


The wildfire near Prescott began last Monday and 
was at 4.8 square miles (12.4 square kilometers) 
and 15% contained as of Sunday morning as he- 
licopters and air tankers dropped water and retar- 
dant to slow the fire’s growth. 


The cause of the wildfires in New Mexico and 
Arizona remain under investigation. 


Native American artist, chief, Oklahoma 
lawmaker Haney dies 


(AP) — Enoch Kelly Haney, 
a Native American artist, 
Seminole Nation chief and 
Oklahoma state lawmaker, 
has died at age 81. 


Haney’s death was announced 
Saturday by Brian Palmer, assis- 
tant chief of the Seminole Na- 
tion. A cause of death was not 
immediately released. 


“With a heavy heart, the Semi- 
nole Nation woke to the news 
of the passing of Chief Kelly 
Haney. An inspiration to many, 
an accomplished artist, his work 
with the State and later as Chief 
highlighted his career, but his 
greatest achievement is that of 
family. Keep his family in prayer 
and may they find comfort in 


of then-Lt. Gov. George Nigh’s 
first of four successful cam- 
paigns for governor. 


Haney served stints in the state 
House and Senate from 1980- 
2002 and was chair of the Sen- 
ate Appropriations Committee 
from 1994-2002. 


He ran unsuccessfully for the 
Democratic nomination for gov- 
ernor in 2002 and was elected 
principal chief of the Semi- 
nole Nation in 2005. His 17- 
foot sculpture “The Guardian,” 
a towering statue of a Native 
American, was placed atop the 
state Capitol dome in 2002. 


In a 2014 interview with The 
Oklahoman, Haney said his art 


knowing the Seminole Nation 
and Indian Country mourns his 
loss,” Palmer said in a statement 
on Facebook. 


In a tweet on Saturday, Oklaho- 
ma City Mayor David Holt said 
Haney’s “contributions to our 
state are mighty.” 


Haney, who had most recently 
lived in Norman, grew up in 
Seminole. His grandfather was 
the chief of the Seminole Tribe 
in the 1940s. 


A Democrat, Haney was a Meth- 
odist minister prior to enter- 
ing politics in 1978 as co-chair 


was grounded in his heritage. 


“My grandfather and father were 
great storytellers, so 1 have that 
ability to tell stories, about native 
people and their history and so 
forth. So I guess in one sense Pm 
still the keeper of the traditions,” 
Haney said.

(AP) — An Air Force ma- 
jor general in Ohio has 
been convicted by a mili- 
tary judge of one of three 
specifications of abusive 
sexual contact in the first- 
ever military trial of an 
Air Force general. 


The charge faced by Maj. 
Gen. William Cooley during 
the weeklong court-martial 
at Wright-Patterson Air Force 
Base in Ohio had three speci- 
fications, one alleging a forc- 
ible kiss and two alleging 
forcible touching in 2018. 
Cooley was convicted Sat- 
urday of the forcible kissing 
specification but acquitted of 
the other two. 


Officials said the verdict 
marks the first court-martial 
trial and conviction of a gen- 
eral officer in the Air Force’s 
75-year history. 


A former commander of Air 
Force Research Laboratory, 
Cooley was charged with 
abusive sexual contact in an 
encounter with a woman 
who gave him a ride after a 


backyard barbecue in New 
Mexico nearly four years ago. 
Officials said the woman is a 
civilian who is not a Depart- 
ment of Defense employee. 


Cooley was to be sentenced 
Monday morning and could 
face as much as seven years in 
jail as well as loss of rank, pay 
and benefits. 


Cooley had the option of a 
trial by court member ju- 
rors or by military judge, and 
chose to have the case heard 
by the judge. 


“Today marks the first time 
an Air Force general officer 
has been held responsible 
for his heinous actions,” 
the woman’s attorney Ryan 
Guilds, said in a statement, 
the Dayton Daily News re- 
ported. “... Hopefully, this 
will not be as difficult for the 
next survivor.” 


Cooley was fired from his 
research laboratory position 
in January 2020 after an Air 
Force investigation and has 
worked in an administrative 


job since then. A message 
seeking comment was left for 
his attorney Saturday. 


“This case clearly demon- 


strates the commitment of 


Air Force leaders to fully in- 
vestigate the facts and hold 
Airmen of any rank account- 
able for their actions when 


they fail to uphold Air Force 
standards,” Col. Eric Mejia, 
staff judge advocate for Air 
Force Materiel Command, 
said in a statement. 


Long-serving US Senator Orrin Hatch of Utah dies at age 88 


(AP) — Orrin G. Hatch, the lon- 
gest-serving Republican senator 
in history and a fixture in Utah 
politics for more than four de- 
cades, has died at age 88. 


The retired senator’s death Saturday 
was announced in a statement from 
his foundation, which did not specify 
a cause. 


A staunch conservative on most 
economic and social issues, he also 
teamed with Democrats several times 
during his long career on issues rang- 
ing from stem cell research to rights 
for people with disabilities to expand- 
ing children’s health insurance. He 
formed friendships across the aisle, 
particularly with the late Democratic 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy. 


President Joe Biden, whose served 
with Hatch in the Senate over three 
decades, on Sunday described the Re- 
publican lawmaker as a fighter for the 
causes he believed in, but with a soft- 
er side including writing songs and 
poems that he shared with friends. 


“To serve with Orrin, as I did for 
over three decades, was to see — and 
appreciate — both,” Biden said in 
a statement. “I saw that energetic, 
sharp-elbowed Orrin in the many 
battles we had over tax policy, the 
right of workers to join a union, and 
many others.” 


Hatch championed GOP issues like 
abortion limits and helped shape the 
U.S. Supreme Court, including de- 


fending Justice Clarence Thomas 
against sexual harassment allegations 
during confirmation hearings. 


He later became an ally of Republi- 
can President Donald Trump, using 
his role as chairman of the powerful 
Senate Finance Committee to get a 
major rewrite of U.S. tax codes to the 
president’s desk. In return, Trump 
helped Hatch deliver on a key issue 
for Republicans in Utah with a con- 
tentious move to drastically downsize 
two national monuments established 
by past presidents. 


Hatch retired in 2019. Trump en- 
couraged him to run again, but the 
longtime senator would have faced a 
tough primary and had promised to 
retire. Hatch encouraged Republican 
Mitt Romney, a Trump critic, to run 
to replace him. 


“Few men have made their mark on 
the Senate as he did,” Romney wrote 
in a tribute to his friend and prede- 
cessor, praising his “vision and legis- 
lative accomplishment.” 


Former Democratic Sen. Tom Har- 
kin of Iowa issued a statement recall- 
ing Hatch’s help in securing conser- 
vative support for the Americans with 
Disabilities Act in 1990, which Hatch 
would later rank among his most im- 
portant accomplishments. 


“Orrin was always a likable conser- 
vative, and until the advent of the 


Trump administration, willing to 
work with liberals to find common 
ground and compromises,” Harkin 
said. 


Utah’s Sen. Mike Lee called Hatch “a 
friend, a mentor and an example to 
me and countless others.” 


Hatch was noted for a side career 
as a singer and recording artist with 
themes of his religious faith, The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints. 


He is survived by his wife, Elaine, 
and their six children. 


Hatch was elected to the U.S. Senate 
in 1976 and served seven terms to be- 
come the longest-serving senator in 
Utah history. He became the Senate 
president pro tempore in 2015 when 
Republicans took control of the Sen- 
ate. The position made him third in 
the line of presidential succession be- 
hind then-Vice President Joe Biden 
and the Speaker of the House. His 
tenure places him as the longest GOP 
senator, behind several Democrats. 


One issue Hatch returned to over 
the course of his career was limiting 
or outlawing abortion, a position that 
put him at the center of one of the 
nation’s most controversial issues. 
He was the author of a variety of pro- 
posed “Hatch amendments” to the 
Constitution aimed at diminishing 
the availability of abortions. 
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Supreme Court weighs policy for migrants to wait in Mexico 


(AP) — When a woman 
gashed her leg in moun- 
tains inhabited by snakes 
and scorpions, she told 
Joel Ubeda to take her 
5-year-old daughter. Ube- 
da refused to let the moth- 
er die, despite the advice 
of their smuggler and an- 
other migrant in a group 
of seven, and helped carry 
her to safety by shining a 
mirror in sunlight to flag 
a U.S. Customs and Bor- 
der Protection helicopter 
near San Diego. 


The motorcycle mechanic, 
who used his house in Ni- 
caragua as collateral for a 
$6,500 smuggling fee, says 
the worst day of his life was 
yet to come. 


Arrested after the encoun- 
ter with U.S. agents, Ubeda 
learned two days later that he 
could not pursue asylum in 
the United States while living 
with a cousin in Miami. In- 
stead, he would have to wait 
in the Mexican border city of 
Tijuana for hearings in U.S. 
immigration court under a 


Trump-era policy that will 
be argued Tuesday before the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 


President Joe Biden halted 
the “Remain in Mexico” pol- 
icy his first day in office. A 
judge forced him to reinstate 
it in December, but barely 
3,000 migrants were enrolled 
by the end of March, making 
little impact during a period 
when authorities stopped mi- 
grants about 700,000 times at 
the border. 


Ubeda, like many migrants at 
a Tijuana shelter, had never 
heard of the policy, officially 
called “Migrant Protection 
Protocols.” It was widely 
known under President 
Donald Trump, who en- 
rolled about 70,000 migrants 
after launching it in 2019 and 
making it a centerpiece of ef- 
forts to deter asylum-seekers. 


“It’s a frightening experi- 
ence,” Ubeda said after a tele- 
phone call with his mother to 
consider whether to return 
to Nicaragua to reunite with 
her, his wife and his daugh- 


ter. He was perplexed that a 
vast majority of Nicaraguans 
are released in the U.S. to 
pursue asylum, including 
the woman he saved and her 
daughter. 


Nearly 2,200 asylum-seek- 
ers, or 73% of those enrolled 
through March, are from Ni- 
caragua, with nearly all the 
rest from Colombia, Cuba, 
Ecuador and Venezuela. Yet 
even among Nicaraguans, 
the policy is small in scope. 
U.S. authorities stopped Ni- 
caraguans more than 56,000 
times from December to 
March. 


Criticisms of the policy are 
the same under Biden and 
Trump: Migrants are terrified 
in dangerous Mexican bor- 
der cities and it is extremely 
difficult to find lawyers from 
Mexico. 


U.S. Homeland Security 
Secretary Alejandro Mayor- 
kas, in an October order to 
end “Remain in Mexico,” 
reluctantly conceded that the 
policy caused a drop in weak 
asylum claims under Trump 
but said it did not justify the 
harms. 


Emil Cardenas, 27, said he 
bloodied his foot and drank 
his urine after running out 
of water on a three-day hike 
in mountains near San Diego 
with a smuggler who took a 
$10,000 installment toward 
his fee and stole his passport, 
phone and other identifica- 
tion. 


Cardenas hoped to live near 


his brother, a Catholic priest 
in New Jersey, while seeking 
asylum but waits at the Tijua- 
na shelter for his first hearing 
in San Diego on May 18. He 
is disheartened to see others 
at the shelter on their third or 
fourth hearing. 

“One has to find a way to get 
across,” said Cardenas, a Co- 
lombian who had attempted 
twice to enter the U.S. “Pm 
thinking about what to do.” 


While waiting for hearings, 
men at the shelter are at- 
tached to smartphones — 
reading, watching videos and 
occasionally calling friends 
and family. A large televi- 
sion facing rows of tables 
and plastic chairs helps defeat 
boredom. 


Many have been robbed and 
assaulted in Mexico, making 
them too scared to leave the 
shelter. Some chat in small 
groups but most keep to 
themselves, lost in thought. 


Carlos Humberto Castellano, 
who repaired cellphones in 
Colombia and wants to join 
family in New York, cried for 
two days after being returned 
to Tijuana to wait for a court 
date in San Diego. It cost him 
about $6,500 to fly to Mexico 
and pay a smuggler to cross 
the border, leaving him in 
debt, he said. 


“I can't leave (the shelter) 
because I don't know what 
could happen,” said Castel- 
lano, 23, recalling that his 
smuggler took a photo of 
him. “Getting kidnapped is 
the fear.” 


The issue before the Su- 
preme Court is whether the 
policy is discretionary and 
can be ended, as the Biden 
administration argues, or is 
the only way to comply with 
what Texas and Missouri say 
is a congressional command 
not to release the migrants in 
the United States. 


Without adequate detention 
facilities, the states argue the 
administration’s only option 
is to make migrants wait in 
Mexico for asylum hearings 
in the U.S. 


The two sides also disagree 
about whether the way the 
administration ended the 
policy complies with a feder- 
al law that compels agencies 
to follow certain rules and 
explain their actions. 


A ruling is expected shortly 
after the administration ends 
another key Trump-era bor- 
der policy, lifting pandemic- 
related authority to expel 
migrants without a chance 
to seek asylum on May 23. 
The decision to end Title 42 
authority, named for a 1944 
public health law, is being le- 
gally challenged by 22 states 
and faces growing division 
within Biden's Democratic 
Party. 


Due to costs, logistics and 
strained diplomatic relations, 
Title 42 has been difficult 
to apply to some nationali- 
ties, including Nicaraguans, 
which explains why the ad- 
ministration has favored 
them for “Remain in Mexi- 


” 
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US military drops appeal of Hawaii order to drain fuel tanks 


(AP) — The U.S. government on Friday 
dropped its appeals of a Hawaii order requir- 
ing it to remove fuel from a massive military 
fuel storage facility that leaked petroleum 
into the Navy’s water system at Pearl Harbor 
last year. 


Attorneys for the U.S. Department of Defense no- 
tified the state and federal courts of its decision. 
The move comes more than a month after Defense 
Secretary Lloyd Austin said the military would per- 
manently shut down the tanks and drain all of their 
fuel. 


The Hawaii Department of Health, which issued 
the order, said the decision regarding the Red Hill 
Bulk Fuel Storage Facility was a “step forward.” 


“While today’s announcement is good news, the 
work continues,” the department said in a state- 
ment. It said it would “continue to act expeditious- 
ly and proactively to oversee the safe defueling and 
decommissioning of Red Hill and restoration of 
the aquifer.” 


David Henkin, an attorney for Earthjustice which 
is representing the Sierra Club of Hawaii as an in- 
terested party in the case said his clients would re- 
main vigilant to make sure the tanks are promptly 
defueled. 


“It’s a wonderful Earth Day gift to the people of 
Hawaii and in particular to all the residents of 
Oahu who depend on safe, clean drinking water 
when they turn on their tap,” Henkin said. 


The Navy and the Hawaii Department of Health 
did not immediately respond to messages seeking 
comment. 


Henkin said even if Austin were to change his mind 
and try to keep the tanks open, the military will 
now face “an enforceable, unimpeachable, unchal- 
lengeable order from the Department of Health 
that they need to follow.” 


The order from the Hawaii Department of Health 
requires the military to remove fuel from the tanks 


30 days after it’s safe to do so. The military will 
have to stick to this deadline now that it’s dropping 
the appeal, Henkin said. 


The military, with oversight from the state health 
department and the U.S. Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency, is currently developing plans to safely 
remove the fuel. It’s uncertain how long this will 
take. 


Sen. Brian Schatz, a Democrat from Hawaii, said in 
a statement that the dropping of the lawsuit “paves 
the way for us to shut down Red Hill this year.” 


(AP) — Nearly two 
months into the Russian- 
Ukraine war, the Kremlin 
has taken extraordinary 
steps to blunt an econom- 
ic counteroffensive from 
the West. While Russia can 
claim some symbolic vic- 
tories, the full impact of 
Western sanctions is start- 
ing to be felt in very real 
ways. 


As the West moved to cut 
off Russia’s access to its for- 
eign reserves, limit imports 
of key technologies and take 
other restrictive actions, the 
Kremlin launched some 
drastic measures to protect 
the economy. Those includ- 
ed hiking interest rates to as 
high as 20%, instituting capi- 
tal controls and forcing Rus- 
sian business to convert their 
profits into rubles. 


As a result, the value of the 
ruble has recovered after an 
initial plunge, and last week 
the central bank reversed part 
of its interest rate increase. 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin felt emboldened and 
proclaimed — evoking World 
War II imagery — that the 
country had withstood the 
West’s “blitz” of sanctions. 


“The government wants to 
paint a picture that things 
are not as bad as they actually 
are,” said Michael Alexeev, an 
economics professor at Indi- 
ana University who has stud- 
ied Russia’s economy in its 
transition after the collapse 
of the Soviet Union. 


A closer look, however, 
shows that the sanctions are 
taking a bite out of Russia’s 
economy: 

— The country is endur- 
ing its worst bout of infla- 
tion in two decades. Rosstat, 
the state’s economic statis- 
tics agency, said inflation last 
month hit 17.3%, the highest 
level since 2002. By compari- 
son, the International Mon- 
etary Fund expects consumer 
prices in developing coun- 
tries to rise 8.7% this year, up 
from 5.9% last year. 


— Some Russian compa- 
nies have been forced to 
shut down. Several reports 
say a tank manufacturer had 
to stop production due to a 
lack of parts. U.S. officials 
point to the closing of Lada 
auto plants — a brand made 
by the Russian company Av- 
tovaz and majority-owned by 
French automaker Renault 
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Sanctions hit Russian economy, although Putin says otherwise 


— as a sign of sanctions hav- 
ing an effect. 


— Moscow’s mayor says the 
city is looking at 200,000 job 
losses from foreign compa- 
nies shutting down opera- 
tions. More than 300 com- 
panies have pulled out, and 
international supply chains 
have largely shut down after 
container company Maersk, 
UPS, DHL and other trans- 
portation firms exited Russia. 


— Russia is facing a historic 
default on its bonds, which 
will likely freeze the country 
out of the debt markets for 
years. 


Meanwhile, Treasury officials 
and most economists urge pa- 
tience, saying that sanctions 
take months to have their full 
effect. If Russia can’t get ap- 
propriate amounts of capital, 
parts or supplies over time, 
that will cause even more fac- 
tories and businesses to shut 
down, leading to higher un- 
employment. 


It took nearly an entire year 
after Russia was sanctioned 
for seizing Ukraine’s Crimea 
peninsula in 2014 for its eco- 
nomic data to show signs of 


distress, such as higher iaia 
tion, a decline in industrial 
production and a slowdown 
in economic growth. 


“The things that we should 
be looking for to see if the 
sanctions are working are, 
frankly, not easy to see yet,” 
said David Feldman, a profes- 
sor of economics at William 
& Mary in Virginia. “We’ll 
be looking for the price of 
goods, the quantity of goods 
they are producing and the 
quality of goods. The last 
being the hardest to see and 
probably the last to appear.” 


Transparency into how sanc- 
tions are affecting the Russian 
economy is limited, largely 


because of the extraordinary 
lengths the Kremlin has tak- 
en to prop it up. In addition, 
its largest sector — oil and 
gas — is largely unencum- 
bered due to European, Chi- 
nese and Indian reliance on 
Russian energy. 


Benjamin Hilgenstock and 
Elina Ribakova, economists 
with the Institute of Interna- 
tional Finance, estimated in 
a report released last month 
that if the European Union, 
Britain and the U.S. were to 
ban Russian oil and natural 
gas, the Russian economy 
could contract more than 
20% this year. Current pro- 
jections forecast a 15% con- 
traction. 


10 found dead after Japan tour boat with 26 aboard sinks 


(AP) — Rescuers said that 10 peo- 
ple who were retrieved Sunday 
from the frigid sea and the rocky 
coast of a northern Japanese na- 
tional park had died, a day after 
a tour boat with 26 aboard appar- 
ently sank in rough waters, trig- 
gering questions why it was al- 
lowed to sail. 


The search for the others is still on- 
going after the boat sent a distress call 
on Saturday afternoon saying it was 


sinking. The location, near the Kas- 
huni Waterfall, is known as a difficult 
place to maneuver boats because of 
its rocky coastline and strong tide. 


There were two crew and 24 passen- 
gers, including two children, on the 
the 19-ton Kazu 1 when it ran into 
troubles while traveling off the west- 
ern coast of the Shiretoko Peninsula. 
The coast guard said the 10 victims 
— seven men and three women — 
were adults. 


The Transport Ministry launched 
an investigation into the boat's op- 
erator, which had two accidents last 
year. The ministry said 1t was looking 
into safety standards and the decision 
to conduct the tour despite rough 
weather on Saturday. 


The operator, Shiretoko Pleasure 
Cruise, had been instructed to take 
steps to improve its safety follow- 
ing earlier accidents in which it ran 
aground in June without causing 
injuries, and another in May, when 
three passengers suffered minor inju- 
ries when the boat collided with an 
object. 


“We will thoroughly investigate what 
caused this situation and what kind of 
safety oversight was involved to allow 
the tour in order to prevent another 
accident,” Transport Minister Tetsuo 
Saito, who visited the area Sunday, 
told reporters. 


Following an intensive search involv- 
ing six patrol boats, several aircraft and 
divers that went through the night, 
rescuers on early Sunday found four 
people near the tip of Shiretoko Pen- 
insula and later six more in the same 
area, about 14 kilometers (8.7 miles) 
north from where the boat sent a dis- 
tress call. Some of them were plucked 


from the sea, while others were 
washed onto the rocky coast. 


An orange-colored, square-shaped 
lifesaving float with the boat’s name 
on it was also found near the rocks, 
the coast guard said. 


Footage on public broadcaster NHK 
showed one of the victims arriving on 
a helicopter and being transferred to 
an ambulance on a stretcher. Rescu- 
ers held up blue plastic shields to pro- 
tect the victim’s privacy. 


The sightseeing vessel made an 
emergency call early Saturday after- 
noon, saying its bow had flooded and 
that it was beginning to sink and tilt, 
the coast guard said. Contact with the 
boat had since been lost. The coast 
guard said the operator told them 
that everyone on the boat was wear- 
ing a life vest, but some of the victims 
found were without them. 


Average April sea temperatures in 
Shiretoko National Park are just 
above freezing, which experts say 
would cause hypothermia. 


“It’s a very severe condition especial- 
ly when they are wet,” Jun Abe, vice 
chairman of the Society of Water Res- 
cue and Survival Research, told TBS 
TV. 
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Manhunt on for suspects as 100 die in Nigeria refinery blast 


(AP) — At least 100 people 
may have died in an explo- 
sion at an illegal oil refin- 
ery in southeast Nigeria, a 
local oil official said Sun- 
day as the search intensi- 
fied for bodies at the site 
and for two people sus- 
pected of being involved 
in the blast. 


Nigerian President Muham- 
madu Buhari, in a statement, 
called the explosion a “catas- 
trophe and a national disas- 
ter.” 


The explosion Friday night 
at the facility in Ohaji-Egbe- 


ma local government area in 


NA 
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Imo state was triggered by a 
fire at two fuel storage areas 
where more than 100 people 
worked, state officials told 
The Associated Press. 


Dozens of workers were 
caught up in the explosion 
while many others attempted 
to escape the blaze by run- 
ning into wooded areas. 


Those who died in the disas- 
ter are estimated to be with- 
in “the range of 100,” said 
Goodluck Opiah, the Imo 
commissioner for petroleum 
resources. “A lot of them ran 
into the bush with the burns 
and they died there.” 
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Buhari has directed the na- 
tion's security forces “to in- 
tensify the clampdown” on 
such facilities being oper- 
ated illegally in many parts of 
southern Nigeria, a spokes- 
person said in a statement. 


Although Nigeria is Africa's 
largest producer of crude oil, 
for many years its oil produc- 
tion capacity has been limited 
by a chronic challenge of oil 
storage and the operation of 
illegal refineries. 


Nigeria lost at least $3 billion 
worth of crude oil to theft be- 
tween January 2021 and Feb- 


ruary 2022, with shady busi- 
ness operators often avoiding 
regulators by setting up re- 
fineries in remote areas such 
as the one that exploded in 
Imo, the Nigerian Upstream 
Petroleum Regulatory Com- 
mission (NUPRC) said in 
March. 


“There are no arrests yet but 
the two culprits are on the 
run with the police now look- 
ing for them,” said Declan 
Emelumba, the Imo State 
commissioner for informa- 
tion. Officials did not reveal 
the identities of the suspects. 


A mass burial is being 
planned for those killed in 
the explosion, many of who 
“were burnt beyond rec- 
ognition,” said Emelumba. 
Environmental officials have 
started to fumigate the area. 


Such disasters are a regular 
occurrence in Africa’s most 
populous country, where 
poverty and unemployment 
— at 33% according to the 
latest government estimates 
— have forced millions of 
young people into criminal 
activities. 


Operating illegal refineries 
is not as popular in Imo state 
as it is in the oil-rich Niger 
Delta region, where militants 
have gained notoriety for 
blowing up oil pipelines and 
kidnapping workers from pe- 
troleum companies. 


As many as 30 illegal oil re- 
fineries were busted in the 
Niger Delta region in just 
two weeks, Nigeria’s Defense 
Department said earlier this 
month when it announced a 
task force to curb crude oil 
theft. 


In the aftermath of the explo- 
sion in Imo state, the Nigeri- 
an ministry of petroleum told 
The AP there is “a renewed 
action” to tackle illegal activi- 
ties in the oil sector. 


The government and the 
military are stepping up ac- 
tions “to minimize the crimi- 
nalities along the oil produc- 
tion lines,” said Horatius 
Egua, a senior official at the 
petroleum ministry. 


But many of the culprits 
are not deterred including 
in Imo state, one of the few 
places producing oil in Nige- 
ria’s southeast. The problem 
of illegal refineries “has never 
been this bad” and remains 
“difficult to end,” said Opiah, 
the Imo petroleum commis- 
sioner. 


“It is like asking why kidnap- 
ping or armed robbery has 
not stopped,” he said. “Even 
with this incident, not many 
people will be deterred. I am 
sure more illegal refineries 
will be cropping up in other 
places.”

El Salvador’s congress has authorized 
prison sentences of 10 to 15 years for 
news media that reproduce or dis- 
seminate messages from the gangs, 
alarming press freedom groups. 


Gang members held at Salvadoran 
prisons have been put on reduced 
food rations, denied mattresses and 
frog-marched around. 


Rights groups have expressed con- 
cerns that innocent people are being 
caught up in sweeps targeting the no- 
torious violent street gangs. 


Gangs control swaths of territory 
through brutality and fear. They’ve 
driven thousands to emigrate to save 
their own lives or the lives of their 
children who are forcibly recruited. 
Their power is strongest in El Salva- 
dor’s poorest neighborhoods where 
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‘Unbeatable’ Fury determined to stick to retirement pledge 


(AP) — Sitting in noth- 
ing but some tight-fit- 
ting shorts, Tyson Fury 
grabbed the flabby part of 
his belly and started shak- 
ing it. 


“Pm a normal-looking man,” 
7 « ” 
he said, “an average Joe. 


No one quite mixes self-dep- 
recation with self-promotion 
quite like this world heavy- 
weight champion. 


After all, moments earlier, 
Fury had reeled off all the ti- 
tles he had won in a turbulent 
and headline-making boxing 
career that he might just have 
brought to an end with a bru- 
tal sixth-round stoppage of 
fellow Briton Dillian Whyte 
in front of 94,000 fans at 
London's Wembley Stadium. 


“Pm very proud I’ve won two 
English titles, two British 
titles, two Commonwealth 
titles, the Irish title, the Eu- 
ropean title, WBO intercon- 
tinental, WBO international, 
WBO super, WBA super, 
IBF, IBO, Ring Magazine, 
lineal, WBC — I’ve won ev- 
ery belt there is to win. There 
isn’t more to do,” he said in 
the bowels of England's na- 
tional soccer stadium. 


“If this was a computer game, 
it definitely would be com- 
pleted.” 


Not quite, though. There is 
one final level that might, in 
the coming days, start to nag 
away at the man who says he 


is retiring as “the best heavy- 
weight there has ever been.” 


Could Fury really turn down 
the chance of holding all the 
heavyweight titles and be- 
coming undisputed champi- 
on of the world? He has held 
each of the belts at some stage 
of his 14-year pro career — 
either side of a 32-year break 
when he dealt with issues of 
mental health, drug use and 
depression during which he 
tried to kill himself — but 


never at the same time. 


Beating the winner of the 
rematch between Oleksandr 
Usyk, the reigning WBA, 
IBF and WBO title-holder, 
and Anthony Joshua in a 
highly lucrative, legacy-de- 
fining fight would surely be 
the ultimate way to bow out. 


Not according to Fury. 


“Tve fulfilled everything I’ve 
ever wanted to fulfil,” he 
said. “Pm going to retire as 
only the second heavyweight 
in history, after Rocky Mar- 
ciano, to retire undefeated. 


“I was unbeatable at this 
game.” 


The 33-year-old Fury said 
he gave his word to his wife, 
Paris, that he would quit after 
completing his sensational 
trilogy of fights with Deontay 
Wilder with a victory in Las 
Vegas in October. He wanted 
to go out unhurt, unbeaten 
and on his own terms, and 
spend more time with his six 


kids. 


Yet he was persuaded to get 
back in the ring for a home- 
coming fight against Whyte 
in front of the biggest ever 
crowd for a boxing bout in 
Britain. 


With a 32nd victory in the 
bag, completed Saturday 
with a vicious uppercut that 
sent Whyte to the canvas, he 
gave his U.K. fans a walk- 
away knockout to remember 
him by. 


If this is it for the towering 
Fury — and it still seems hard 
to believe we’ve seen the last 
of him — it was quite the ca- 
reer, in and out of the ring. 


Ending Wladimir Klitschko’s 
decade-long run as champ in 
2015 in the Ukrainian’s box- 
ing backyard of Dusseldorf 
was the night he announced 
himself to the world. But 
it was the Wilder trilogy in 
the U.S., when he mixed his 
styles from a back-foot, prag- 
matic boxer to an aggressive, 
in-your-face approach, that 
really cemented his status as 
the best heavyweight of the 
past decade. 


His links to Daniel Kina- 
han, named by U.S. authori- 
ties this month as one of the 
heads of an organized crime 
gang involved in interna- 
tional drug-trafficking op- 
erations and firearm offenses, 
have dogged him in recent 
years, especially ahead of the 
Whyte fight. He has come 


out with some homophobic 
and misogynistic comments 
that saw him get heavily criti- 
cized in Britain at a time he 
thought he should be treated 
like a king after dethroning 
Klitschko. There was a back- 
dated two-year doping ban 
for having elevated levels of 
nandrolone in urine samples 
provided after fighting in 
2015. 


Others, though, prefer to see 
him as an icon for coming 
back from the brink — he 
ballooned in weight, became 
a drug user, drank heavily 
and said he attempted to kill 
himself after capturing the 
world heavyweight title for 
the first time — and becom- 
ing the No. 1 heavyweight. 


He is also a born entertainer, 
singing in the ring after his 
fights and even attending a 
press conference dressed as 
Batman. 


Most of all, he is a seriously 


skilled boxer, from a blood- 
line of bare-knuckle cham- 
pions. 


“There ain't ever been any- 
one who could beat me,” 
the self-styled Gypsy King 
said. “You know why? My 
6-foot-9 frame, 270-pound 
weight, can move like a 
middleweight, can hit like a 
thunderstorm and can take 
a punch like anybody else. 
Pve got ... the heart of a lion, 
the mindset of the Wizard of 
Oz.” 


Fury says he could next be 
seen competing at a WWE 
event. He teased a potential 
hybrid exhibition fight with 
UFC heavyweight champion 
Francis Ngannou. 


More would want to see him 
fight Usyk or Joshua, though. 


“Tve given everything ... and 
put iton the line every single 
time,” Fury said, “but enough 
is enough.” 


Keselowski looks to defend Talladega win, save his season 


(AP) — The winningest 
active driver at Talladega 
Superspeedway just might 
be able to save his season 
on Sunday by defending 


last year’s victory. 


Brad Keselowski isn’t bank- 
ing on a seventh Talladega 
win, though. But if it’s in 


reach, well, Keselowski won’t 
hold back in search of his first 
victory since leaving Team 
Penske for an ownership 
stake at RFK Racing. 


“We've got a great shot,” Ke- 
selowski said. “If we're any- 
where close, Pm going to 
leave it all out on the line.” 


A penalty for illegal modifica- 
tions made to the No. 6 Ford 
has devastated Keselowski's 
first season as a driver-owner 
and knocked him to bottom 
of the Cup standings, low- 
er than any other full-time 
driver. It took him a month 
to climb from 35th in points 
to 30th — a mark he hit last 
week at Bristol that makes 
him eligible for the playoffs 
should he win a race. 


His best chances at victory 


are likely at Daytona or Tal- 
ladega. 


Keselowski and teammate 
Chris Buescher each won a 
qualifying race at Daytona 
International Speedway in 
February, but the RFK orga- 
nization has not won a Cup 
points race since 2017. The 
team won twice that year — 
both races on a superspeed- 
way, with Ricky Stenhouse Jr. 
sweeping the two stops at the 
Alabama track when the team 
was known as Roush Fenway 
Racing. 


The organization has not 
won on any type of track be- 
sides a superspeedway since a 
2014 win by Carl Edwards at 


Sonoma. 


So the speedway races seem 
to be Keselowski’s best shot 


to extend his streak of playoff 
appearances to nine consecu- 
tive years. 


“I think there's probably a 
little bit of truth to that, but 
honestly Pm looking at the 
next month and Pm really 
excited about the races we 
have,” Keselowski said. “I 
think we can win any one of 
them. We’ve got a lot of good 
stuff coming down the pipe- 
line. We're starting to figure 
some things out and find 
some of the missing puzzle 
pieces, so Pm not ready to say 
that we have to win on a (su- 
perspeedway) to advance to 
the playoffs. 


“I feel like we're starting to 
find our game at other tracks, 
too. We have lot more con- 
fidence in the cars, and the 
team is learning a lot.” 
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Tigers” Cabrera gets 3,000th hit; 33rd player to reach mark 


(AP) — Tigers star Miguel 
Cabrera delivered the 
3,000th hit of his deco- 
rated career Saturday, 
becoming the 33rd major 
leaguer to reach the mark 
and the first player from 
Venezuela to accomplish 
the feat. 


Still an imposing presence 
at 39, Cabrera made history 
by grounding an opposite- 
field single to right through 
the shift in the first inning of 
Detroit's game against Colo- 
rado. 


Cabrera immediately raised 
his right arm as he headed to- 
ward first base. The crowd of 
37,566 at Comerica Park gave 
him a rousing ovation and 
chanted “Miggy! Miggy!” 
while fireworks were shot off 
from beyond the center field 
fence. 


“I was like, °Get it done to- 
day,”” Cabrera said. 


The milestone hit came on a 
1-1 pitch from Antonio Sen- 
zatela, a fellow Venezuelan, 
in the first game of a day- 
night doubleheader. Rockies 
shortstop José Iglesias, who 
played with Cabrera on the 
Tigers, came over to give his 
former teammate a big hug. 


By then, all the Tigers were 
streaming from the dugout to 
greet the newest member of 
baseball’s elite 3,000-hit club. 
Moments later, Cabrera went 
behind home plate to em- 
brace his mother, wife, son 
and daughter on the field. 


“Pm happy I hit it here. Pm 
happy for the people of De- 
troit to see it. Hopefully I can 
get more hits here,” Cabrera 
said. 


.Cabrera soon returned to 
first base, but he didn’t stay 
there for long. He scored 
on a three-run homer by 


22-year-old rookie Spencer 
Torkelson, who is touted as 
the next big thing in Detroit 
and has taken over as the Ti- 
gers’ regular first baseman 
with Cabrera now in the role 
of designated hitter. 


When the inning ended, the 
scoreboard flashed “Con- 
gratulations Miggy.” Cabrera 
emerged from the dugout for 
a curtain call, waving to fans 
who had been rewarded with 
the highlight they came to 


see. 


Cabrera, however, wasn’t 
quite done. He added a two- 
run single in the sixth, exited 
for a pinch-runner and drew 
another huge cheer. The Ti- 
gers went on to win 13-0. 


Cabrera kept moving up the 
chart with a bloop single in 
the first inning of the night- 
cap, which the Rockies won 
3-2. He finished the day with 
3,002 career hits. 


A two-time AL MVP, a Tri- 
ple Crown winner and an 
11-time All-Star with four 
batting titles, Miggy’s place 
among the Major League 
Baseball greats already was 
assured long before this af- 
ternoon in Detroit. 


As a 20-year-old rookie, Ca- 
brera helped the Florida 
Marlins win the 2003 World 
Series championship. All 
these years later, stamping his 
name onto the 3,000-hit list 
had a nice ring, too. 


And it'll certainly look good 
on a plaque in Cooperstown 
someday. 


Cabrera became just the sev- 
enth player with 500 home 
runs and 3,000 hits. He 
joined an exclusive club with 
Hank Aaron, Willie Mays, 
Eddie Murray, Rafael Pal- 
meiro, Albert Pujols and Alex 
Rodriguez. 


Last August in Toronto, Ca- 
brera connected for his 500th 
homer. He’s at 502 in his 
20th season. 


Cabrera is the seventh La- 
tino player to make the 3,000 
chart. Hitting the mark tied 
him with the late Roberto 
Clemente, and hit No. 3,001 
moved Cabrera ahead of the 
Pirates Hall of Famer. 


Pujols was the previous play- 
er to reach 3,000 hits, doing it 
in 2018. He was at 3,308 go- 
ing into Saturday and, at 42 
with St. Louis, has said this is 
his final season. 


The next hitter to reach 
3,000? Hard to say. 


Robinson Canó trailed Ca- 
brera on the active list with 
2,630 going into Saturday and 


is 39 years old. Yadier Molina, 
also 39, followed at 2,116. 


Among younger players, Jose 
Altuve (32) has 1,783 and 
Freddie Freeman (32) had 
1,722. Mike Trout (30) was at 
1,428. 


Cabrera got three hits 
Wednesday to get to 2,999, 
then struck out in his final 
at-bat of the night. He went 
0 for 3 Thursday and was 
intentionally walked his fi- 
nal time up against the Yan- 
kees, drawing loud boos and 
chants from Detroit fans. 


The hallowed hit remained 
on deck when Friday night's 
game against Colorado was 
rained out. 


Cabrera was the third player 
to get his 3,000th hit while 
with Detroit, joining late 
Hall of Famers Ty Cobb and 
Al Kaline. 


“Al is one of my heroes. It’s 
really sad he couldn’t see it 
because he would always talk 
about this moment. Hope- 
fully, somewhere right now 
he’s happy and smiling,” Ca- 
brera said. 


While age has diminished his 
power to clear any fence and 
smash opposite-field shots to 
right-center, Cabrera has en- 
joyed a monster career at the 
plate. 


Cabrera became the first ma- 
jor leaguer in 45 years to win 
the Triple Crown by leading 
the league in batting average, 
home runs and RBIs in 2012. 
That year, he won his first 
of two straight MVP awards 
and helped Detroit reach the 
World Series, during a stretch 
that included four straight di- 
vision championships. 


Towns, T-wolves rebound to even series with Grizzlies at 2 


(AP) — Angry after two rough 
games, Karl-Anthony Towns had 
to channel his emotions in a pro- 
ductive way — a skill he’s still try- 
ing to master. 


Towns found his peace at the free- 
throw line. Seventeen tries gave him 
plenty of time to stay calm. 


He roared back with a career playoff- 
best 33 points and 14 rebounds, help- 
ing the Timberwolves recover from 
their Game 3 collapse and pull out 
a 119-118 victory over the Memphis 
Grizzlies on Saturday night to even 
the first-round series at 2-2. 


“Just taking a chill pill, calming down 
and understanding the next game, 
there’s another chance,” said Towns, 
who hit 14 of his foul shots — in- 
cluding a pair of makes with 4.4 sec- 
onds left. 


Anthony Edwards scored 24 points 
and backup Jordan McLaughlin, who 
didn’t play in Game 3, went 4 for 4 
from 3-point range for 16 points. 


The Timberwolves relentlessly at- 
tacked the basket and were rewarded 
with 40 free throws, 31 of which they 
made. Memphis was called for 33 


fouls. 


“I have never seen a more inconsis- 
tent and arrogant officiated game,” 
said Grizzlies coach Taylor Jenkins. 
“TIl take whatever hits coming my

way. 
Dillon Brooks and Ja Morant offered 
to cover their coach’s inevitable fine. 
The Memphis starting five had a 


whopping 25 fouls compared to Min- 
nesota’s 23 total fouls. 


“Terrible,” said Morant, who had four 
fouls. “I don’t even foul like that.” 


Desmond Bane, who hit his eighth 
3-pointer at the buzzer to finish with 
34 points, kept the Grizzlies going 
early. Brooks, with 24 points, helped 
keep them in it late. It was another 
quiet night for Morant, the star point 
guard who had 11 points on 4-for-13 
shooting with 15 assists and eight re- 
bounds. 


“Pm not Ja right now,” said Mo- 
rant, who indicated he's not at full 
strength. “Pm not playing above the 
rim.” 


The series shifts back to Memphis for 
Game 5 on Tuesday night.
